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ROYAL STRAND THEATRE, 


Tue new season—called on the programme 
the “ swmmer season’’—commenced at the 
Strand Theatre on Saturday last. We were 
promised a revival of The School for Scandal, 
but the management have apparently thought 
better of it. The first piece was The Day 
after the Wedding, very merrily played by Miss 
leanor Bufton as Lady Freelove, and Mr 
Harry Crouch as the Colonel. 

Mr Palgrave Simpson’s comedy The School 
for Coquettes, followed. Miss Ada Swanborough 
who appeared as Lady Glenmorris, received 
an enthusiastic reception. Miss Bufton was 
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the fascinating coquette Lady Aramanthe All- | 
will, and Mr Harry Crouch was Sir Aubery | 


Glenmorris. Before the curtain had drawn 
up for the first piece there had been one or 
two “rows” in the gallery, which were con- 
tinued at occasional intervals until the middle 
of the second act of the comedy, when they 
reached a climax. A young man accidently 
allowed his cap fall from the gallery into 
the stalls. Almost immediately there arose 
loud cries of “Turn him out!” and “Call 
yourself a gentleman!” I don’t know whether 
the cap fell on the gentleman’s knees and he 
placed it on the ground, as anyone might have 
done; or whether it tell at his feet and he 
moved it away ; or what the exact cause of 
the grievance was. Possibly the gallery audi- 
ence expected him to “chuck” up the cap 
until its owner succeeded in catching it. ‘The 
boise in the gallery continued, aud the perfor- 
Mance of the comedy was stopped. Miss 
Swanborough» then came forward and said— 
“Ladies and gentlemen—Are we to go on with 
the piece or not?” Cries of “No! no! Yes! 
yes!” followed ; and two bouquets were thrown 
to Miss Swanborough. Then the curtain 
descended, and cries of ‘‘ Turn bim out!” were, 
if possible, louder than ever. A few minutes 
more elapsed, when a policeman, followed by 
Mr Swanborough, entered the stalls; the inno- 
cent victim of the disturbance shortly went out 
with them, and the performance of the play pro-

| with the English libretto of Zitile Faust, recent- 
ly played at the Lyceum. The Lord Chamber- 
jlain, I need hardly mention, will never grant 
a license to any play with Jack Shepherd for 
its title. A drama is frequently played at the 
minor houses called Zhe Idle Apprentice, and 
Jack Shepherd’s name, as he is stated to have 
carved it, always occupies a conspicuous place 
on the bills; but the piece is not called Jack 
Shepherd, so the Chamberlain is satisfied, About 
two years ago Mr Sidney French wrote a bur- 
lesque, called after the notorious housebreaker, 
for the Marylebone Theatre; the piece was 
rehearsed, the scenery was painted, and the 
night of production was announced. The MS 
was not submitted to the Lord Chamberlain un- 
til very late; and the day before its intended 
production, it was found that the license was 
refused, Since then the burlesque has been 
performed in the provinces, but never in Lon- 
don. When Mr Farnie’s burlesque was sent to 
the Chamberlain, it bore the same obnoxious 
title, so the license was not obtained ; but now 
that the piece has been re-christened, and part- 
ly re-written, | believe, its production is per- 
mitted. The Idle’Prentice,a Tyburian Idyll ot 
High Low, Jack and his Little Game, is, ou the 
whole the best burlesque I have seen for some 
time. The first two scenes go merrily enough, 
but with the third scene the fun flags, and is 
never picked up again. Puns are scattered 
's through the dialogue in showers, several of them 
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are most ingeniously bad. As a rhymester Mr 
Farnie’s weakness is principally shown, some of 
the rhymes are too bad even for burlesque. The 
idea of offering “knowledge” as a rhyme to 
“ Woolwich!” The story of The Jdle’Prentice 
is somewhat complicated ; too much plot ina 
burlesque is a great mistake. Muss Jenny Lee, 
who represents Jack, is an intelligent little lady. 
Mr Edward Terry pleased me for the first time ; 
his Mrs Shepherd, an Irish vendor of apples and 
ginger-beer, is a clever caricature. Miss Kate 
Santley is sufficiently charming and self-willed 
as Winnifred ; and Miss Eleanor Bufton as Jona- 
than Wild, entirely dispersed our pre-conceived 
notions respecting the personal appearance of 
the celebrated thief-taker. Miss Bufton is 
dressed in a costume black from top to toe, 
made on the Mephistophelian model. Youcan’t 
imagine how nice she looks. Sir Rowland 
Trenchard is in the hands of Miss Amy Sheri- 
dan; and Miss Bella Goodall has frequent 
opportunities of exhibiting her Terpsichorean 
skillas Tom Tug. Mr Harry Poulton, a new 
addition to the company, is the representative 
of Blueskin—in Mr Farnie’s burlesque, a police. 
man. Mr Poulton’s acting created considerable 
laughter; but I must see him in some other 
part before I can form an opinion respecting bis 
talents. Messrs H. J. Turner, J. P. Burnett, 
and C, Fenton, and Mrs Raymond, who so suc- 
cessfully supported Mr Clarke in The Toodles, 
are included in the cast. The first scene termi- 
nates with the umbrella dance and chorus from 
Chilperic, Miss Kate Santley and Miss Amy 
Sheridan being the most conspicuous couple. 
The second scene concludes with a selection 
from Le Petit Faust. The concerted pieces were 
not executed at all well on Saturday; by this 
time that is probably remedied. Mr Harry 
Poulton sings a series of utterly nonsensical but 
very amusing verses to the tune of“ Not for 
Joe.” At the termination of the burlesque, Mr 
Farnie made his appearance in response to a 
general and prolonged call. As Zhe Idle ’Pren- 
tice was not over until forty-five minutes past 
eleven, an apology was offered and accepted for 
the non-performance of The Chops of the Chan- 
nel.

SHAKSPERE’S HEROINES. 


THE LOVING JuLIA.— Concluded. 








Shakspere culled a few, very few incidents 
of his charming comedy from The Diana, 
Julia (the Felismena, or shepherdess of the 
romance) was left an orphan. ‘‘ Henceforth | 
resided at the house of a distant relative, and 
having attained my 17th year became the vic- 
tim of Venus by falling in love with Don Felix 
(Proteus) a young nobleman of the province in 
which I lived. The object of my affection felt 
a reciprocal passion; but his father, having 
learnt the attachment which subsisted between 
us, sent his son to court, with a view to pre- 
vent our union. Soon after his departure | 
followed in the disguise of a page, and dis- 
covered on the night of my arrival at the capi- 
tal, by a serenade I heard him give, that Don 
Felix had already disposed of his affections, 
Without being recognized by him I was ad- 
mitted into his service (under the name of 
Sebastian in the play) and was engaged by my 
former lover to conduct his correspondence 
with the mistress (Sylvia) who, since our sepa- 
ration, bad supplanted me in his heart.” 

Such is the slender groundwork on which 
the poet erected his lovely superstructure, the 
exquisite play of Zhe Two Gentlemen of Verona. 
Simple and unaffected as Pope describes it; 
wanting in diversity of character, according to 
Johnson ; indebted to a preceding piece, ora 
novel, say others ; there is yet a charm, a 
youthful freshness, about it that we look for in 
vain, even in the more elaborate comedy of 
Twelfth Night. There is no need to analyse 
the plot—let the appreciative reader con the 
mellifluous lines given to Julia, and he will be 
unable to resist perusing this delightful little 
comedy from beginning to end.

Mr Halliday’s famous drama of Little Lin'ly 
has taken up its abode at the Standard, having 
been produced with all its well-remembered 
scenical effects under the direction of Mrs Liston. 
The Ark on the Sand and the Cathedral by Night 
have been carefully removed fnom the west to the 
east, and have found great favour, while the wreck 
is, heretofore, the crowning effect of the drama. 
The cast is such es satisfies the sufficiently 
exigeant taste of the patrons of the Standard, and 
the several exponents of Mr Dickens’s novel were 
enthusiastically received.

BELGRAVIA THEATRE. 

This elegant house was opened all last week. 
Unambitious amateurs who have a predilection 
for striking stage situations of the transpontine 
school—gag, noise, tricks, and all the rotten 
paraphernalia of the rough-and-tumble melo- 
drama,—an entertainment adapted to the meanest 
capacities, pandering to the vitiated tastes of the 
million, and attracting the unthinking and un- 
washed as surely as the adamantine rock extracted 
by its magnetic force the nails from Sinbad’s 
ship,—should join Mr C. Emerson’s troupe who 
have performed from time to time the domestic 
drama at Woolwich, Sadler’s Wells, the Varieties, 
the Belgravia, &c. to sympathetic audiences. 

It may be thought surprising that sterling 
actors like Messrs G. Field, W. A. Stanley, W. 
Nicholls, and the manager himself, who have all 
dove valorous deeds on the Elizabeth boards, 
should lend their aid in interpreting this fishy 
kind of entertainment for the delectation of the 
gallery, for we are convinced that the manager in 
his heart contemns the pieces he selects; the 
mystery will be cleared, however, when it is borne 
in mind that amateurs, selfish as they are sup- 
posed to be, will sometimes throw aside their 
egotism, and lend each other a helping hand, and 
that when such stuff as Mary Price and Cartouche 
(performed to a running accompaniment of soft 
music) aremade of, draws better than Shake- 
spere or Sheridan, the prudent entrepeneur must 
not be too severely judged if by obeying the law 
of commercial transactions, he wisely avoids self- 
immolation; a director is rarely a martyr. 

If the gentlemen above-named acquitted them- 
selves satisfactorily in their respective roles of 
Lord Clavering, Dognose, and Red Judas, Lord 
Harlesdon, Cartouche, and ‘Tommy, the Jow 
comedy of Messrs Marsh, White, Danbridge, 
Shires, Robins, &c. was equally successful, and 
far more laughable. 

We think that Miss Marie Matthew’s talent is 
wasted, or at any rate, not fully developed, in the 
persecuted maidens she is so fond of depicting, 
such as Mary Price and Louise. Her refined 
ladylike manner, her low and gentle voice, “an 
excellent thing in woman,’ would fit her 
admirably for genteel comedy, and trusting that 
ere long we may see her and her really clever 
husband in a higher walk of art we hope in the 
interim their enterprise may thrive. 

In addition to these dramas, the votary of Zhe 
Bottle (Mr Emerson) and the redoubtable heroines 
of Miss Braddon, vividly delineated by Misses 
Victor and Matthews, created quite a furore 
amongst the Belgravian deities. ‘The groundlings 
and godlings may be propitiated but we warn 
amateurs against the delusive natureof sensa- 
tiovalism when unaided by proper rehearsals and 
professional skill. 

Mrs Davidge’s Ruth Thornley was a powertul 
piece of acting.

Mrs Garrick was not quite satisfied with Kean’s 
Ilamlet, and made him act the closet-scene with 
her in her husband’s style. ‘This he did, and also 
at the theatre, but he neither pleased himself nor 
the audience by so doing ; and ever after he did 
it in his own manner; he was nothing if not 
original. 

Kean had many invitations to noblemen’s seats, 
and he occasionally accepted them, but was ill at 
ease in their company. ‘* We don’t invite bim,” 
said Whitbread to his wife, “ because it seems so 
painful to him.” Kean used to say, “I don't 
understand them when they talk about parliament 
and so forth ; and when they talk about acting it’s 
such nonsense! I can act my characters without 
fear of committing myself; but I can’t sit down ata 
lord’s table with comfort when they expect every 
word that comes out of my mouth to be wonder- 
ful.” 

He despised their opinions as much as those of 
low persons. ‘“ Neither of them are judges of 
acting; the only critics worth a thought are 
doctors, lawyers, artists, and literary men.”

Kean played these two parts alternately to the 
end of the season; he had several Othellos,— 
Sowerby, Rae, Pope, and Elliston! 

Kean’s Othello was acknowledged to be very 
fine. He did not play at random, nor trust to the 
inspiration of the moment, as was erroneously 
supposed, he studied long and earnestly; often 
half the night. After the family had gone to bed, 
he would brew some punch, make a stage of the 
drawing-room, and with a dozen candles, some on 
the table, others on the floor or mantel-shelf, and 
near the pier-glass, he would act scene after scene, 
and observe his poses, modulate his voice, &c., 
with great care. At breakfast he would rehearse 
his effects, and ask bis wife what she thought of 
them. ‘“O, it’s beautiful!” she would say. He 
would perhaps do it quite differently on the 
stage. 

Sycophants were not wanting in his prosperity. 
Raymond (the stage-manager before spoken of) 
was one of this class. Kean was sick of enduring 
his fulsome adulation. One night after playing 
Richard he asked Raymond to have some punch 
with him. A bowl of steaming liquor was ordered, 
and they satdown. Kean’s dressing-room was the 
seene of the little event. When Raymond was 


about to drink Kean stopped him—he probably 





thou.ht of Timon’s ‘* Uncover, dogs, and lap!"— 
and addressed him thus: “ Look ye, sir. Now 
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that I'm drawing money to your treasury, you find 
out that I’m a fine actor. You told me when I re- 
hearsed Shylock that it would bea failure. Then, 
I was a poor man, without a friend, and you did 
your best to keep me down. Now you smother 
me with compliments. It’s right that I should 
make some return. There, sir—to the devil with 
your fine speeches. ‘Take that!” And with the 
words came the contents of the flowing bow] over 
the luckless manager’s head and person. Poor 
Raymond rose up breathless and alarmed, but 
thinking the dow! might follow, he beat a retreat. 
Kean began to strip, imagining he might like to 
have it out in a stand-up fight; but Raymond 
was no pugilist; be ran away, leaving Edmund 
master of the situation, and enjoying the joke to 
his heart’s content. ‘‘ His lungs began to crow 
like chanticleer ” at the success of his freak.

NEW ROYALTY THEATRE. 


TuE new Royalty, after having been partly re- 
constructed and entirely re-decorated’, was opened 
under the management of Miss Henrietta Hodson, 
on Wednesday last. Instead of the old act-drop 
we have a couple of crimson velvet curtains, which 
part in the middle and form festoons when drawn 
up, as at the Gallery of Illustration. ‘he°curtains 
to the boxes are also crimson, and the decorations 
ate as showy and pretty as it is possible for them 
tobe. When Miss Hodson recently took a benefit 
at the Queen’s theatre she delivered an address, 
from which I quote the following couplet, relating 
to the style of entertainments she intended to 
produce : 

“‘ Comedy, farce, hurlesque, the best of each, 
The public eye and ear shall surely reach.” 

Since then in the advertisements that have 
appeared in the daily papers, we were promised a 
new comedy by Mr H. T. Craven, and a new 
burlesque—I don’t think it was called a burlo- 
drama then—by Mr F.C. Burnand. Has Miss 
Hodson fulfilled her promises? Emphatically, 
No! For the comedy we have a domestic drama, 
called Our Nelly, of which, it is true, Mr Craven 
isthe author, But Our Nelly is rot a new piece ; 
it was originally produced at the Surrey theatre 
as far back as 1853; Augustus Coddleson being 
then represented by the late Mr Widdicomb. Two 
years later, if I mistake not, Mr David James 
appeared in it, at the same house where it is now 
being acted. Instead of a buriesque we have 
what Mr Burnand calls a “ burlo-drama,” of 
which I shall have a few words to say presently. 

The farce, Deaf as a Post, Mr Belford has 
made famtliar to us all. 

Our Nelly is one of Mr Craven’s worst pieces. 
1 am considerably surprised that the author should 
have sanctioned its revival; Mr Widdicomb’s 
acting was unquestionably the cause of its success 
at the Surrey ; at the Royalty it rests entirely on 
itsown merits—such as they are—for the actors 
render it very trifling assistance. The best bits 
of acting were Miss Rachael Sanger’s Nelly Bell ; 
and Mr Charles Vere’s Alfred Emmet. If Miss 
Sanger recollects that the Royalty is smaller than 
the Olympic, and subdues her voice accordingly, 

Ishall like her Nelly even better than I do now. 
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When Mr Vere proposed to Nelly for the second 
time, the audience found it difficult to restrain 
their laughter; Mr Craven, I am aware, was 
partly the cause, but Mr Vere might have 
entered and made love a little less abruptly. In 
the first act when Mrs Coddleson (Mrs Clara 
Tellet) was conversing with her undutiful son, the 
camp-stool upon which she was sitting, suddenly 
broke, and the lady very gracefully fell backwards, 
and laid her little length upon the stage. The 
first “set,” painted, I presume, by Mr George 
Gordon, was most enthusiastically received. 
During the performance of Mr Craven’s drama, 
sibilant sounds were frequently heard, issuing 
from other parts of the house besides the gallery. 
Before many days have passed I am afraid we 
shall have to bid farewell to Our Nelly. 

Some years back Mr Burnand wrote a panto- 
mime called Boadicea the Beautiful ; or, Harle- 
quin Julius Cesar, and the Delightful Druid. I 
had hoped that F. M. Julius Cnesar; or, th 
Irregular Rum ’un, was that piece elaborated, 
But it is not so; the new ‘‘burlo-drama” is 
entirely different, both in plot and dialogue. It 
is divided into three acts, is written in prose, and 
is in every respect fully worthy of the author of 
‘* Boompjee Papers.” I don’t know exactly how 
long it played on Wednesday ; nearly three hours 
I fancy, as it was not over till half-past eleven. 
The few puns the characters have to utter are, 
with hardly an exception, contemptible. Susa, a 
housemaid, accidentally breaks the nose off an 
image; Bibulas says it is the statue of one of 
bis ancestors, and that the damaged organ is the 
sort of nose that runs in his family. A delicate 
joke, that, Mr Burnand! Julius Cnzsar, so that 
he may vot belie his name, occasionally sneezes 
during the progress of the piece ; and the second 
act—I think it is—terminates with a sneezing 
chorus. In one seene Cuesar enters, embraces 
Calpurnia, and ejaculates “Veni ;” Calpurnia 
says, “I could die for you;” to which he replies, 
“ Vidi ;” the lady heaves a deep sigh, and Cnesar 
finishes the quotation by uttering, ‘“‘ Visit Why 
sigh 7” On the standards, instead of the initials 
S.P Q.R., we have R.S.V.P. That’s one of Mr 
Burnand’s deep jokes. Ot the three acts I hardly 
know which is most unintellectual and nonsen- 
sical ; though I certainly like the last best—it is 
the shortest. Mr Oliver Summers, who hails 
from the Standard, is the representative of the 
‘‘Trregular Rum ’un;” Brutus has a pleasing 
personator in Miss Rachael Sanger; and Mr 
Flockton is continually striking grotesque attitudes 
as Cassius. I was sorry to see Miss Sanger 
smoke a cigarette. Please don’t be so silly, Miss 
Sanger. A Mr Collett appears as Piso, a gentle- 
man who is always trying to read the paper, but 
is continually prevented from so doing; and Mr 
Frederick Sullivan has to severely tax the patience 
of the audience as Trombonius. Mr A. Wood as 
Bibulas, is the only funny actor in the piece. In 
the Brighton scene he reminded me of Mr John 
Parry. If Mr Parry played the part, he would 
represent itas Mr Wood does. Miss Henrietta 
Hodson looks very pretty as Calpurnia, dressed in 
white satin trimmed with silver. Miss Hodson 
has very little to do; I need hardly add, she 
does that little well. Miss Hodson is a very 
clever actress, and I hope shortly to have the 
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pleasure of seeing her in a piece better worthy of 


her talents. A parody on Professor Longfellow’s 
* Excelsior,” called ‘* Epide ’’—I don’t vouch for 
the epelling—was sung by Miss Hodson; the air 
—of a composite kind—is so merry that the lady 
was compelled to repeat it. The scene to the 
second act, Pre-Histrionic Brighton, is a wretched 
daub ; the remaining scenes are excellent. 

At the termination of the ‘ burlo-drama,’’ Mr 
Burnand made his appearance on the stage. 
F. M. Julius Cnesar may prove a success, though 
I anticipate otherwise.

PRINCESS’S THEATRE. 

The Rapparee; or, The Treaty of Limerick, 
with which the Princess’s opened on Wednesday 
last, is an exact model of Mr Boucicault’s best 
plays. ‘The abstract part of its motives, may be 
found in Zhe Colleen Bawn, and other plays; 
while its characters and its incidents differ in 
subordinate respects only from those in Arrah na 
Pogue. Mr Vezin played superbly as Roderick ; 
Mr Rignold looked well as his friend, a French 
officer; and Mr Clayton gave a really clever 
picture of a Dutch officer. Mr Shiel Barry, an 
actor new to London, made a very favourable 
impression as the Rapparee. Lis representation 
of Irish character is fresh and original, and his 
brogue is excellent. Mr A. Rayner was an 
efficient O’Hara, and Mr E. F. Edgar was Ulick 
M’Murragh. Miss K. Rogers showed both power 
and pathos as Grace, and Miss M. Cooper was 
agreeable as her sister, Patrice. All characters 
down to the most subordinate, were adequately 
sustained. Some of Mr Lloyd’s scenery was of 
great beauty, and all of it was thoroughly artistic 
in feeling. A view of Blacksod Bay and a 
representation of the Beacon Tower and Keep 
may be mentioned as exceptionally clever and 
beautiful. The latter view especially, was a 
marvellous piece of scenical decoration. All con- 
cerned in the play found a favourable reception, 
and actors, author, and scene-painter were again 
and again summoned. Mr Boucicault was not in 
the theatre, and Mr Clayton consequently explain- 
ed that the cause of his absence was ill health. 
In brief, the play may be summed up as a fairly 
creditable work of its class and a decided success.
